to Avco Systems Division 


The Department of Energy (DOE) 
has awarded a first phase contract, 
valued in excess of $3.6 million to 
Ayco Systems Division of Wilmington 
to develop a process that will convert 
coal into acetylene and other 
chemicals through the use of an elec- 
tric arc. In making the announce- 
ment, Systems Division V.P. and 
General Manager John J., Mahoney 
stated, ‘The award of this contract to 
Avco is particularly significant 
because it represents our first step 
toward transferring aerospace 
technology to the problem of 
diminishing sources of energy.” 

Avco Systems Division developed 
the electric arc reactor some 20 years 
ago to simulate the earth's at- 
mosphere. Now, under the DOE con- 
tract, the Systems Division will 
demonstrate the economic feasibility 
of feeding raw coal into a one 
megawatt arc reactor to convert the 
coal to acetylene and other useful

chemical by-products. 
According to the DOE Program 
Manager, Dr. Jerome F. Collins, the 
dwindling supply of petrochemical 
feedstocks such as natural gas and 
light patroleum_ hydrocarbons, re- 
quires that alternate, feedstock 
sources be found. “One potentially 
low-cost high availability feedstock is 
acetylene produced by the Avéo Arc- 
Coal Process;''-said Collins. 
The*Aveo Are-Coal Process con- 
tract is planned to be performed in 
four phases, spanning 54 months, un- 
der Project Director John G. Wragg 
The 16-month first phase of the 
program will verify the performance 
of key sub-systems in the process 
development unit at Avco's 
Wilmington facility. In phases two 
through four, a chemical pilot plant 
would be constructed near a potential 
user of acetylene to demonstrate the 
Are-Coal process performance and 
confirm econimic evaluations.

Today people call it the Wildcat 
Railroad. It is the single track 
railroad which goes northerly from 
Wilmington toward Andover, 
Lawrence and the State of Maine, and 
is a part of the Boston & Maine 
Railroad. It is, in fact, the beginning 
of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 


called the Andover, and it ran on June 
6, 1835. A drawing was made, after 
that engine arrived in Andover, and 
that drawing is to be seen today in the 
* Andover Historical Society rooms, in 
Andover. A photo of that drawing 
appears on this page. 

‘The Boston & Lowell Railroad was 
first, at least first with reference to 
the Wilmington and Andover, but it 
was the Wilmington and Andover 

which eventually became the Boston 
& Maine, and which in turn bought out 
the Boston & Lowell, about 1880. The 
track which crosses Main Street in 
Wilmington near the square is the 
oldest original track, if that signifies 
anything, in the Boston & Maine 


system. 

‘The original railroad stations, at 
each end of the Wilmington & An- 
dover, are still in existance. 

‘The Wilmington depot stood in the 
fork of the junction of the Boston & 
Lowell and the Wilmingttn & An- 
dover. It was moved to a position 
across from the Wilmington Fire 
House, and it is there today, the home 
of a private family. At one time it 
was the home of Rudolph Porter, who 
was for many years the section boss 
of the Boston & Maine, 75 years ago. 

‘The Andover Depot still stands on 
its original site, and is today a theatre 
building. Even as the first train arriv- 
ed in Andover there were plans for ex- 
tending the railroad up to New 
Hampshire and Maine, and the wack 
was soon shifted to the north and west 
a few hundred feet, to its present 
locus, 90 the trains could go on to 
Lawrence. 

More railroads were chartered, by 
the Andover people who chartered the 
Andover & Wilmington, one of these 
charters (in New Hampshire) being 
for the Boston & Maine Railroad. By 
1845 (July 4) the Boston — Maine had 
constricted a track through to Boston 
from Wilmington Junction, past 
Reading and towns to the south of 


Reading. 
‘The Wilmington & Andover was 
chartered in March 1898, and was 
in June of the same year. 
‘There were 1000 shares of stock each 
with a par value of $100. The first 
directors were Hobart Clark, 


‘The first engine on that track was” 


Abraham Marland, Amos Abbott, 
John Smith and Merrill Pettingill. 
Construction of the railroad started 
in the spring of 1885. A railroad track 
was laid out to Andover, part of which 
was soon abandoned. It was more im- 
portant, the directors felt, to get a 
road to the new and growing city of 
Lawrence. The old track can be seen, 
in North Wilmington near Ballardvale 
Street, and in Andover, near Pomps 
Road. 
On June 6, 1835 a Mr. McAndrews, 
who seems to have had something to 
do with the construction, walked out 
‘on the track southward from Andover 
to inspect the sleepers (railroad ties). 
At the Lowell Junction he was met 
by the first engine, coming north from 
Wilmington. The train consisted of
